Harrisburg. Jan 22 (AP)—Open­ 
ing of Pennsylvania Game commis­ 
sion records to public inspection 
disclosed the commission last March 
dismissed charges involving former 
member Samuel C. Castner of Wil­ 
liamsport. 
As an aftermath of the decision 
of five commissioners in ordering 
an investigation of what they called 
accusations of "irregularities” on the 
part of “members of the commis­ 
sion” and “employes." the minutes 
of commission meetings were opened 
to capitol newspaper correspondents 
yesterday. 
Commission Director Seth Gordon 
said Castner was accused at a pre­ 
vious investigation of using men 
connected with the commission to 
do landscaping at his home, permit­ 
ting planting of state-grown trees 
on his property and allowing estab­ 
lishment there of a state propaga­ 
tion area without legal agreement by 
the commission. 
No Fraud Intent 
The minutes showed this resolu­ 
tion was adopted last March 25 on 
the recommendation of a commis­ 
sion investigating committee: 
"After a thorough investigation. 
we feel that the difficulties in which 
Mr. Castner has become involved 
and which have been responsible for 
a great deal of embarrassment to 
the commission have been caused by 
poor judgment on the part of Mr. 
Castner and not with any intent 
on his part to defraud the common­ 
wealth. 
r "Under the circumstances, we do 
not feel that the unfortunate inci­ 
dents should reflect on Mr. Castner’s 
integrity or affect his continuance 
on the commission.” 
Castner resigned last July because 
of ill health. 
The recent resolution of the com­ 
mission calling for a new inquiry 
said a review of "files, notes of 
testimony and other communica­ 
tions, including reports of investiga­ 
tions," revealed "certain discrepan­ 
cies and irregularities." 
These in­ 
vestigations. the resolution stated, 
were "in connection with former 
Commissioner 
Castner 
and 
the 
Loyalsock game farm.” 
Ready for Probe 
Castner declared “I have been 
ready

Jan. 22 (AP)—A 25 
per cent cut in potato acreage in 
Pennsylvania 
this 
spring 
“unless 
the farm labor and machinery out­ 
look brightens in the near future" 
was forecast today by the Pennsyl­ 
vania agricultural information com­ 
mittee. 
Tile estimate was based on talks 
with members of the Pennsylvania 
Cooperative Potato Growers asso­ 
ciation who Represented "a cross- 
section of the growers in nearly 
every county,” the committee an­ 
nounced. 
P. 
D. 
Frantz, 
eastern 
division 
manager of the cooperative and the 
committee’s spokesman for the po­ 
tato industry, said a 25 per cent re­ 
duction would bring plantings to 
about 117,750 acres, compared with 
157.000 acres last year. 
Blight Last Year 
A blight held the state’s yield to 
17.584.000 bushels last year. Frantz 
said “with good weather and good 
luck this year it is conceivable we 
could grow more potatoes on fewer 
acres.” 
Frantz pointed out that potato 
production 
is 
largely 
dependent 
upon 
skilled 
machine 
operators, 
many of whom have left farms for 
the armed forces or war Industries. 
He added that quotas for new ma­ 
chinery available to farmers have 
been set far below 1940-41 levels. 
“As nearly as they (the growers) 
can 
determine," 
FYantz 
added, 
"they just will not be able to handle 
full production with 
the limited 


supply of men and machines which 
apparently will be available.” 
Reports from many “farm patch" 
operators seem to indicate Increased 
acreages, the spokesman said, but j 
“commercial producers x x x grow J 
about two-thirds of the potatoes 
produced."

We arc a mechanism of habits. 
Nearly every move we make is in ­ 
spired by habit. 
Idle gossip is a 
h ab it—and a very bad one at that! 
Saying unkind things about people 
easily becomes a habit 
H abits arc 
acquired by the way we think, so 
th at to gain the habit of thinking 
happy things and saying them , may 
become not only easy—but one of 
the most profitable of all habits. 
No one can do his best work when , 
unhappy 
in his heart, or when 
thinking unhappy thoughts. 
C ir­ 
cum stances often bring unhappiness ! 
upon us, but we can ward them off j 
by thinking of happier tilings. 
We 
can replace unhappy thinking. 
A 
variety of interests form 
a 
sturdy barrier to many an unhappy j 
hour, for any happy interest is a ; 
powerful antidote in time of storm 
or stress. 
T he child’s earliest habits clos- ! 
ter about happiness. It is the most 1 
natural thing in the world to be J 
happy. 
Tile Creator m eant that j 
we should all be happy 
It is only 
when w’c come in contact with dis­ 
appointm ents, 
sorrow, 
disillusion­ 
m ents, or betrayals of our trust, 
th a t we drink of unhappiness—bu’ 
we should m aster these tests us 
quickly as possible—and take the 
happy road! 
T he late Theodore Roosevelt once 
rem arked that he never read books 
w ith an unhappy ending.

Skin cleansers and costly devices 
for exercises. 
Careless, hurried liv­ 
ing has made us forget the one sure 
way to m aintain norm al elim ination ' 
of 
body 
waste —the 
basic

practices we all learned in hygiene I 
class at school. 
Cleanliness of the skin stim ulates 
removal of waste through tthe iiores, 
so wash your body from hair line to 
toe tip every night with warm water 
and soap and rinse off with clear 
tepid water. If your sense of beauty 
dem ands a bit of powder for public 
appearance, by all m eans use it, but 
play fuir!

NEW PIPELINE 
PLACED IN USE 


Norris City, 111., Jan. 22 (AP) — 
Stream of oil from the east Texns 
oil fields is bubbling through the 
world’s longest pipeline today to ­ 
ward this term inus. 
The final link in the $35,000,000 
Texas to Illinois section of a line 
th a t eventually will reach P hila­ 
delphia and New York was slipped 
into place yesterday, six m onths 
after construction was started to 
alleviate the eastern oil shortage. 
Oil pumped into the line yester­ 
day at Longview’. Tex., will reach 
Norris city the first w’eek in Febru­ 
ary. 
Until tank car loading facili­ 
ties are completed, the oil will be 
pumped into the pipeline network of 
the Ohio Oil company. 
Capacity of the new’ 24-inch con­ 
duit will be 300,000 barrels daily. 
W hen the second 875-mile leg to 
the east is finished the line will 
hold 4,000,000 barrels of oil, the 
equivalent of one day’s production 
by all of the wells in the United 
States. 
Eighty electric motors will pump 
the oil eastward. 
(The pipeline will 
cross the northern section of Adams 
county.)

I have been fortu­ 
nate enough to see it from the 
angles I wished to. The countries 
I have been in have intrigued 
mc.
